Three are buried under lifty 
feet of debris and snow. 
All were 
white laborers employed in clearing 
blockades on the Great Northern near 
Summit. 
The slide occurred near the scene 
of two slides last week and will block 
traffic on main line of Great Northern 
indetlnitely. 
Northwestern W ashing­ 
ton is 
completely 
cut off from

coast. 
Snowslides, snowdrifts and falling 
telegraph ooles have tied up all con­ 
tinental traffic over the Cascades or* 
Great North» ru, Northern Pacific and 
the St. Paul roads. 
For fifteen hours 
no through trains have been able to 
negotiate th«* "hum p” over the moun­ 
tains.
